Relief Is Slow in Coming. 

The senate progressed fairly well on the 
tariff bill today. It has, however, developed 
that the republicans have arranged a plan 
to prevent the bill being acted upon by the 
gnate until after July ist. They expect to 
gnsume much time in discussing free wool, 
fee lumber and the income tax. The free 
list is now under consideration. As the date 
ixed in the bill for its going into effect was 
July Ist, the republicans simply want to 
bold it up until that time. Succeeding in 
that they will make no further effort at de- 

. It is practically certain that the bill 
mi come back to the house within two 
Weke. The house will, however, want 

to consider it and it is not thought 
wall probable that the bill will become a 
bw before the first of August. 

Might Be Improved Upon. 
Congressman Tom Johnson, the free trad- 
gfrom Cleveland, O., tells of an interview 
wrecently had with Mr. Cleveland about 
be tariff bill. ‘‘The president,’’ said he, 
“alked very freely and vigorously, but 
bt radically enough to suit me. He has 
ways been in favor of some tariff on su- 
fr on a revenue basis.

“The president, no doubt, is anxious to 
have a bill passed,’’ was suggested. 
“Well,”’ said Mr. Johnson, with a signifi- 
fant smile, ‘“‘he said there are some bills 
m0 mean to pass.’’ 

Somebody Should Tell Them. 

The Georgia congressmen are in a quan- 
fary as to how they shall vote on the anti- 
tion bill..

Quicksilver Protected. 

The senate turned down the recommenda- 
tions of the finance committee on the quick- 
sliver schedule today. It voted quick sil- 
ver from the free list to the dutiable list, 
With 7 cents a pound onit. This is the first 
time the senate has gone contrary to the 
finance committee. It was due to the fact 
that Senators Hill and Morgan and the 
three populists voted with the republicans. 

An Enormous Saving. 

_ The surprising statement is made by the 
Pension department that on the Ist of July 
tt will return to the treasury of the United 
Btates $25,000,000.

Mr. Sibley pictured the country under the 
demonetization of silver as a dismal swamp, 
and the brush was wielded with artistic 
e..ect.

ASK TOO MUCH. 


$550 an Acre Is Asked for $10 an 
Acre Land. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., June 19.—(Special.)— 
lt is now feared that the addition’ to the 
Chickamauga National park, known as the 
Sherman earthworks park on Missionary 
ridge, will be dropped, 4s the owners of 
the property and the park commissioners 
cannot agree about the price to be paid. 
Two juries of appraisement have set a 
valuation on the land, the awards of neither 
being satisfactory. In the trial on the ap- 
peal from the decision of the last jury, 
before Judge Key today, an award of 3859, 
an acre was made. General H. V. Boynton, 
of the park commission, stated that the 
finding eof the jury was still unsatisfartory 
and that he believed the government would 
now drop the matter. It was intended to ex- 
pend $3uv,000 on the project and the park on 
the ridge would have been a most valuable 
addition to Chattanooga s historical points.

BEN IS AGGRESSIVE. 


Governor Tillman Warms Up to His 
Work in the Campaign. 


HE AND BUTLER HAVE A HOT DEBATE. 


The Crowd Is Largely with the Man 
from Edgefield. 


CAPTAIN M’BEE PULLED INTO IT. 


It Is Charged by the Governor That His 
Old Friend, Captain ** Bunch,” Gave 
Passes to Butler Men. 


Yorkville, 8. C., June 19.—(Special.)—The 
first of the regularly appointed campaign 
meetings arranged by the state democratic

tcok everything pleasantly and did not 
a@rouse to any degree of enthusiasm until 
the senatorial contest was opened, ‘hen 
the enthusiasm went up to a good heat 
and kept up until Governor Tillman con- 
cluded his speech. 

So far as the audience was concerned, 
it was a fight between Butler and ‘iliman. 
The gubernatorial struggle was more of a 
preparatory incident. There was some- 
thing of a sameness between the guberna- 
torial candidates, as they ure all upon 
practically the same platform, and just 
now it seems to be almost anybody’s race. 
John Gary Evans, Secretary of State ‘in- 
dal, Comptroller General Pilerbe ard Lr. 
Sampson Pope are all racing with equal 
confidence in their ultimate success. Mach 
spoke for half an hour today and pleased 
There was not much enthusiasm 
over any of the would-be governors. Mvans 
and Tindal seemed to get most of the hur- 
The crowd was almost entirely trom 
the rural districts, very few city peopie 
being present. 

Senator Butler had the introduction. Ne 
spoke very much to the point and made a4 
connected speech. Governor Tillman made 
more of a campaign talk. ‘The ground had 
already been threshed, he sa:i. ite no 
doubt saw he had the crowd, for it was 
three to one, and maybe that was why he 
spoke but little. Yet they say the county 
is about evenly divided. ‘Lhe crowd nada 
about 250 North Carolinians and very few 
town people in it. 

All for Free Silver. 

General Butler confined himself to argu- 
ment. Governor Tillman picked out a tew 
of his pebbles and threw them into Hut- 
ler’s pond yesterday. General kutlier was 
aggressive today. It is a noteworthy fact 
that every candidate present 
flat-footedly on the platform for free su- 
ver. 

The congressional candidates presented 
themselves. Dr. T. J. Strait wanted re- 
election to go to Washington and “tame 
the Wall street snake.’ Senator riniey 
was ambitious to go there ani down the 
pension iniquities. 

JU0N Gary sevaus Made a lively talk in a 
good Tillmanite vein, telling about local 
self-government, candidates looking the peo- 
ple in the eye, breaking the ring, etc. He 
said he could point to provisions in the 
state constitution under which, if the party 
by which it was made should again come 
into power, it could destroy every public 
school in South Carolina. He had made ef- 
forts in the legislature to amend this con- 
stitution, but the people of Charleston and 
Columbia always prevented his getting the 
necessary two-thirds vote. He attacked the 
provision throwing open the schools to ne- 
groes, saying that if the republicans should 
get control again they could send negroes to 
Clemson and the other colleges or close 
them up by mandamus. Referring to the 
adoption of the Ocala demands by the dem- 
ocratic party of this state, Mr. Evans said 
that South Carolina is the only state in 
which democracy is a matter of principle. 
The northern democrats are democrats for 
revenue only. 

Ellerbe Is Particular. 

_ Comptroller General Ellerbe was well re- 
ceived. He declared he was no speaker— 
that he left the speaking to his kinsman, 
John Gary Evans, who was his cousin, 
though he did not claim kin with him. That 
was because he (Ellerbe) was a Kind of 
moss-back and was going to beat Evans 
for governor. Evans was a bright young 
man, he said, and would make a capital 
trial justice. 

Secretary of State Tindal made a good 
speech. He said that in fighting the rall- 
roads the state should proceed with due 
caution and not persecute them. 

Dr. Sampson Pope spoke. He wanted the 
state constitution overthrown so as to en- 
sure white supremacy. The people had not 
suffered by the sugar bounty. He favored 
the dispensary. 

Dr. Timmerman, of Edgefield, was intro- 
duced as a candidate for lieutenant gov- 
ernor. His Uncle Sam-like appearance 
evoked great laughter, and he declared 
that he rested his candidacy on his good 
looks. The crowd yelled and whooped, but 
the Apollo Belvedere from Edgefield went 
right along unabashed and doubled the 
merriment when he said that the women ap- 
preciated his manly beauty, as he had been 
twice married. 

Senator Butler spoke next. He announced 
that Congressmen Shell and McLaurin had 
requested him to say something about an 
alleged political combination with him and 
that they had been traitors to the reform 
movement. There never was any founda- 
tion for the report, and he should not have 
noticed it, except for their requests. He 
had always tried to treat the reform con- 
gressmen with respect. 

A Momentary Diversion. 

At this juncture, there was a fight be- 
tween two men in the crowd. 

Continuing, Gereral Butler said he would 
criticise Governor Tillman's public record 
as much as he wanted to. The governor 
need not get mad about it. As far as re- 
form went he had been a reformer from tne 
beginning. He had been advocating free 
silver for fourteen years. He never owned 
a dollar’s worth of stocks or bonds in rail- 
roads or banks, but he was in favor of pro- 
tecting their interests. Concerning the re- 
sults accomplished by the democratic party, 
he said: “The election relief has come. 
The Wilson bill is now pending. That tariff 
bill is not all I would like, yet it is the best 
bill ever passed.”” He regretted to say that 
the third and most important demand had 
not been granted, and he added: “I fear it 
will not be as long as Mr. Cleveland is our 
president. Although the people knew Mr. 
Cleveland was opposed to free ¢ilver, the 
people voted for him. My judgment is that 
the fight against corporations has been en- 
couraged by republicans. It will be a death 
struggle in the next election and will be a 
triumph for republican institutions or will 
be the beginning of the end of popular gov- 


\ ernment. We ought now to organize silver

leagues on which to build a financial sys- 
tem to relieve the people. The struggle 
must come between the money interests 
and the masses. They have found men to 
Shoot down citizens. Dynamite, death and 
destruction are in the air. I advised to let 
Coxey alone. That is a mere symptom of 
the disease the republican legislation has 
brought about.” 
What Might Have Been. 

The general poxed a good deal of fun 
at Governor Tiliman, and especially about 
his throwing rocks when he got to Wash- 
ington. He recited wnat he had accom- 
plished in congress for the people of the 
state. If he had devoted the same time 
and patience to any other business, he 
would have made his fortune. He had ad- 
vocated a constitutional convention. if 
Governor Tillman had been worse abused 
than he, Lord help him. He did not mind 
Hewspapers criticising him. 

Governor Tillman wound 
speaking. 

He took the aggressive at the outset. 
He supposed that General Butler was 
saving his rocks for the Charleston meet- 
ing. When Butler shot, the people could 
just see him limber up. Addressing him- 
self to General Butler, he said: “‘Are you 
or are you not conducting your own cam- 
paign? I mean, are you bossing it?” 

General Butler: “I don’t boss anybody; 
1 leave that to you.” 

Tilman: ‘“‘How about Rock Hill yester- 
day? I saw about 800 strangers there, and 
they went on free passes. (Cries of ‘‘Hur- 
rah for Tillman. Give it to him, Ben!”’) 
Butler says that he is running his own 
campaign, yet out of 1,500 people at Rock 
Hill 800 were hauled on free passes to. hur- 
rah for him.”’ 

One for Captain Bunch. 

This talk of the governor's elicited cheers, 
and he told the crowd to keep quiet. ‘The 
governor dubbed Butler’s friends as Coxey’s 
army, and made intimations of a corrup- 
tion fund coming into this state. He had 
been through a good many hells, but he 
had always counted upon the freeinen to 
help him. If Bunch McBee, as superiatend- 
ent of the Richmond and Danville road, 
was prostituting his authority wy hauling 
people free, it ought to be Known. If a 
corruption fund was raised in New York, 
people ought to know it. This elicited cries 
of “‘We can’t be bought.’ Several of these 
boomers had come to his room and told him 
that they had come on free passes, but 
that they were for Tillman, and ‘hat they 
would vote for him. The governor declared 
that he had gotten all of the cussing, and 
that he was entitled to a soft place, but if 
he went to the senate he expected to work, 
and would be the first Simon-pure farmer 
there. The governor touched up Judge 
Simonton, and said that the 
state would get the redress for 
which he had been fighting in the 
railroad tax cases. He had put cynamite 
and mustard on Simonton’s back, for he 
Lad outstripped his authority. -A voice ex- 
claimed, “We tar-hed&rs read it.” 

The governor said that he would vote 
against a judge who usurped his authority, 
and that he would raise his voice against 
Simonton. Butler had been in Washing- 
ton so long that he had lost touch with the 
people, or he never would have had the 
Coxey army at Rock Hill. (Applause.) Gov- 
ernor Tillman referred to the fact that 
General Butler's old friends, the conserva- 
tives, were looking daggers at him because 
he had thrown some of his patronage to 
Tillmanites, and that the daily newspapers 
wore indifferent.to him. Butler never had 
any belief in the capacity of the people to 
rule.. He twitted Butler about his wanting 
a separate box for a senatorial primary, 
and sung out to the crowd: “Show him 
where he stands... Show him who has this 
crowd. Up with your hands.” 

There was great applause for Tillman, 
and about two-thirds of the audience threw 
their hands up for him. He then called 
upon them to vote for Butler, and there 
was a meager response, |

MEETING OF BANK PRESIDENTS 


To Discuss the Question of Furnish- 
ing Gold for Export. 

New York, June 19.—The presidents of the 
leading banks of New York city met at 
the Union Trust Company at 3 o’clock this 
afternoon to discuss the question of sup- 
plying gold for export. The treasury gold 
reserve has run down to $66,984,446, the 
lowest point since the bond sale. The 
banks have about concluded to come to 
the assistance of the government in the 
matter. Among those present were Pres- 
iments Williams, of the Chemical; King’ of 
tne Union Trust; Wright, of the Park Na- 
tional bank; Tappen, of the Gallatin; Ives, 
of the Western National; Clarke, of the 
American Exchange; Carter, of the Bank 
of the Republic; Fahnestock, of the First 
National; Simmons, of the Fourth National: 
Baker, of the Manhattan; Cannon, of the 
‘hase National; Sherman, of the Bank of 
Commerce, and Perkins, of the Bank of 
America. 

George G. Williams, president of the 
Chemical National bank, presided at the 
meeting. He took a serious view of the 
situation. He said that if the gold re- 
serve in the treasury were allowed to fall 
too low—to $50,000,000, for instance—an alarm 
might be created which would be followed 
by serious consequences. He said many 
manufacturers were carrying on business 
at a loss, believing it would be cheaper in 
the end to do so than to shut down and 
lose trade. 

The proposition that the banks furnish 
gold pro rata to exporters Was opposed and 
withdrawn. 


STRUCK AN ICEBERG. 


Forty-Three Persons Save Their Lives 

by Clambering Upon It. 

St. Johns, N. F., June 19.—The schooner 
Rose, bound from Spaniard’s bay to Labra- 
dor for the summer’s fishing, having on 
board fishing crews numbering fifty-five per- 
sons, struck an iceberg Sunday afternoon 
off Partridge point, during a dense fog, 
and sank within ten minutes. The iceberg 
being low and flat, forty-three persons man- 
aged to clamber upon it. The remaining 
twelve, however, sank with the vessel. The 
latter included eight men, two women and 
two boys. The survivors consisted of twen- 
ty-seven men, nine women and seven chil- 
dren, and, but for the accessihility of the 
iceberg, none of them would p:ve been 
saved. The body of one woman was recov- 
ered.

Macartney, a Broker, Declines to An- 
swer the Sugar Scandal Committee, 


HE DOES NOT GIVE ANY ONE AWAY. 


If Senators Have Been Speculating 
Through Him Taey Are Safe. 


A QUESTION OF PRINCIPLE, HE SAYS 


The Senatorial Inquisitors Give Mr. Silsby, 
of Washington, the Laugh—A Telegraph 
Operator Says That He Cannot Tell 


Washington, June 19.—Three witnesses 
were examined by the sugar trust investi- 
gating committee today, but the testimony 
of none of them was important. 

George W. Silsby, a Washington broker, 
told the committee what he knew of the 
stock list on which appeared the name of 
Ransom, who was ascertained to be the son 
of Senator Ransom, and not the senator 
himself, as a buyer and seller. He said that 
he was notified by the manager of one of 
his branch offices that two or three lists 
that contained the original entries of pur- 
éhases and sales of stock had been stolen 
from the office, and the witness had placed 
the matter in the hands of a_ detective 
agent, and he thought he had the thief. 

Silsby confirmed Senator Ransom’s state- 
ment that it was George Ransom, the sen- 
ator’s son, who had speculated in stocks 
through his office, in a very small way. 
He made a statement with reference to the 
stock lists with the name of Ransom on 
them, saying that on the day they were 
missed they had been examined by Corre- 
spondent Howland, of The New York Press. 

‘My business has suffered very materi- 
ally,’’ he said, ‘‘and I propose that you 
make the guilty party suffer for it,” but 
the committee declined to have anything to 
do with the matter. 

“I do not accuse Howland, or even think 
Howland took the sheets,” said Silsby. “I 
think he used them knowing they were sto- 
len property and that he knew the informa- 
tion was false when published.”’ 

John W. Macartney, a member of the 
New York stock exchange, and the sole 
member of Corson & Macartney, the Wash- 
ington correspondent of Moore & Schley, 
was examined by Senator Allen, who sought 
to ascertain whether any United States 
senator had speculated in sugar stock 
through his firm since February Ist last. 
Mr. Macartney said he wanted to treat the 
committee with all respect, but he would 
decline to answer such questions, because 
in his opinion a committee had no right to 
ask them, and he had been so advised by 
counsel, but by saying that he did not mean 
to convey by inference to any member of 
the committee that any senator had spec- 
ulated in his office.’ He simply refused to 
answer as a matter of principle. Mr. Al- 
len tried by various means to secure some 
sort of explanatory answer from the wit- 
ness, but he was unsuccéssful. 

‘‘You would refuse even if no senator had 
ever bought or sold sugar stock through 
your company?’ asked Senator Gray. 

Had Heard Rumors. 

“I would refuse to answer,” safd Mr. Ma- 
cartney. The statement of Correspondent 
Edwards, in The Philadelphia Press, that 
a copy of the present amendments to the 
tariff bill had been placed in the hands of 
the Washington agent of Moore & Schley 
before they had been reported to the sen- 
ate was denied by Mr. Macartney, who said 
the first knowledge of the matter he had 
was when it was given to the press, and he 
knew of no employe of his office who had 
received the amendments. 

“We heard a great deal of rumor,” he 
said, ‘“‘but we had no real accurate informa- 
tion in regard to the amendments until 
everybody had it.” 

In answer to Senator Allen, the witness 
said he preferred to take the ordinary con- 
sequences of indictment and punishment 
for refusing to answer the qvestions. He 
had quite a spicy little passage at arms 
with Senator Allen at this point. 

Senator Allen—Don't you conceal the 
truth in refusing to answer? 

Mr. Macartney—I refuse to answer as to 
wno are or as to who are not customers of 
my firm. 

Senator Allen—And you refuse _ to say 
whether you do or do not secrete the truth 
by your refusal or answer? 

Mr. Macartney—I do not think that it is a 
fair question, 

Senator Allen—I desire you to answer the 
question. If you see fit, do so. You seem to 
be master of the situation. 

Mr. Macartney—I decline to answer that. 
Just Like the Correspondents. 
Senator Allen—Mr. Macartney, do you not 
know that your refusal is based upon your 
purpose to secrete the names of senators 

who have speculated in your firm? 

Mr. Macartney—I do not, 

Senator Allen—Or their clerks? 

Mr. Macartney—I do not. 

Senator Allen—And that it is your inten- 
tion to shield all such persons as far as 
possible? 

Mr. Macartney—That is not my intention 
at all. 

Senator Allen—Ani because you believe 
that to give their names would be in- 
jurious to your business in the future? 

Mr. Macartney--TIhat is not what induced 
my refusal at all. 

Lester S, Fisher, a telegraph operator em- 
ployed by the firm of Corson & Macartney, 
refused to tell the committee whether he 
had sent any orders for the purchase and 
sale of stock in behalf of United States 
senators, on the ground that he would 
jeopardize his position by so doing, and 
he would be blacklisted by every telegraph 
company.

THE NEGRO BARRED. 


Only Whites Eligible to Membership 
in the Railway Union. 
Chicago, June 19.—The national convertion 
of the American Railway Union this morne- 
ing, by a vote of 113 to 102, refused to strike 
out of the amended constitution the clause 
declaring that membership shall be restrict- 
ed to railway employes born of white 
pa.ents. The question was debated yester- 
day for nearly ten hours, and just before 
adjournment last night a test vote indi- 
cated that those favorable to the admission 
of the negro membership were slightly in 
rue majority. The opposition, however, 
succeeded in postponing a final vote until 
this morning. Immediately after the open- 
ing of the convention, a demand was made 
for a roll call. This was a tedious pro- 
cess, occupying nearly two hours. But it 
was developed that the opposition had 
proved successful by the narrow majority 
of eleven. Considerable enthusiasm was 
manifested. President Debs stated that, 
while he regarded the decision as unfor- 
tunate, yet the defeated element would 

cheerfully acquiesce in it.

Because It Is Rather Unpleasant for 
Him to Remain in Berlin. 


Berlin, June 19.—It is reported that Sis 
Edward Malet, British ambassador, has 
sent his resignation to his government in 
London, stating as the reason for his wish 
to retire that it is imposstble for him to 
longer successfully represent the interests 
of England at the court of the Kaiser, since, 
owing to recent acts of the British cabinet, 
the confidence of the emperor has been lost. 
It is said that the kaiser has bitterly re- 
proached the British cabinet for taking un- 
fair advantage of his straightforwardness 
in dealing with England, and also accused 
Sir Edward Malet of having countenanced 
the English cabinet’s duplicity.

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Henry Chisolm Said to Have Forged 
Several Checks. 


CAPTURE ONE. 


It Was Not Very Brilliantly Executed 
Cloyd Jones Thought to Bea Mur- 
derer—Other Police Items. 


THE DETECTIVES 


The city detectives have captured a forger 
who does not belong to the conventional 
type. 

He is a very black negro, ordinarily 
¢ressed, and with lines of intelligence and 
snrewdness in his face. He appears on the 
docket as Henry Chisolm, alias George 
Jones, and he is said by the detectives to 
be the perpetrator of eight or ten very 
clumsy forgeries. ’ 

Chisolm slipped up on one of his forger- 
ies yesterday and was caught. It was 
an eight-dollar- check drawn on the Mer- 
chants’ bank, in favor of George Jones, 
and signed by H. H. Green. It fell into the 
hands of the city detectives and was read- 
ily traced to Chisolm. He was arrested 
on a charge of forgery, and locked up. 

The arrest was made by Detective Weot- 
ten, and he says that at least eight or ten 
forged checks have been presented at va- 
rious banks in the city by a nezro answer- 
ing Chisolm’s description. Several of the 
victims of these forgeries reported ife mat- 
ter to the city detectives, but the turger 
cleverly evaded the officers. Detective 
Wootten wants the parties holding forg 
checks to bring them forward. 

Is He a Murderer? 

If Cloyd Jones is Will Smith—and the de- 
tectives think he is—he is yne of the mast 
badly wanted murderers at lar.ze, and cne 
for whom there is a reward of several Fuvn- 
dred dollars. 

Jones has been identified as Smith. the 
murderer, but whether the i4@>2ntification 
can be relied on or not is the question that 
is puzzling the officers. 

Several months ago Smith k'‘lled a re- 
liceman in Charlotte, N. C., and the mur- 
der was one of the most. atro:zious ever 
known. The indignation of the people was 
stirred to such a heat that had Smiih been 
caught he would most 2erta't.:y have been 
lynched. He was traced te Atlanta, but 
never found. 

Day before yesterday Cloyd Jones was ar- 
rested for stealing a mule, and yesterday 
he was identified as *he negro who k‘ijed 
the Charlotte officer. cle admitted having 
been to Charlotte and had two sirrs on 
his face in just the same spcts vhere 
Smith had scars. Sergeant Jennings fc und 
the negro who identified Jones as &mith 
and believes he has the murderer. 

Barrett Out Yesterday. 

Patrolman Tom Barrett surpriseld his 
friends by appearing at police hceadquar- 
ters yesterday morning. 

Barrett’s pluck has pulled him -hrourh 
in half the time that would have teen re 
quired to bring an ordinary inan round. 
When the physicians were doubtful atcut 
his recovery Barrett told them that he 
would be out before any one knew it, and 
he has kept his word. 

The ball is still in his neex, and ean be 
felt from the outside. The wound is ra;- 
idly healing, and the best -esults may be 
expected. Barrett got his pistol, wh'ch 
was taken from him the day of the shvwort- 
ing, and spent some time it potice bhead- 
quarters talking with his fri>a-l1s. 

The story he told his comrades yestercay 
of how the shooting occurred did not @iffer 
in a Single material point from his state- 
ment published in The Consiitution the 
morning after he was shot. He said that 
he was shaking hands with «= man named 
Mims when he was shot, and that he had 
not the remotest idea that wa::well ia- 
tended shooting him. 


Another Charge Against Crack. 


The Huntsville, Ala., sheriff has not yet 
reached Atlanta with a requisition for 
Crack Johnson, supposed to be the man 
who is wanted there for the desperate jail 
escape at that place a few weeks ago. He 
is expected to get here this morning. 

In case the Alabama officer does not 
come, Detective Cason says that he has a 
case Of larceny against Johnson. He saye 
that two months ago he recovered a watch 
from Johnson, the owner of which he could 
not readily find. It developed later that 
the watch was stolen from a young lady 
at Griffin, and Detective Cason says that if 
Johnson is not returned to Alabama he will 
press that case against him.

Raleigh, N. C., June 19.—(Special.)—The 
grand lodge of Knights of Pythias, of 
North Carolina, meets at Winston tomor- 
row.

THE TRUSTEES RECOGNIZE ATHLETICS. 


a Move in the Right Direction—Many Rep- 
resentative Men from all Over the State 
Attending the Commencement. 


Athens, Ga., June 19.—(Special.)\—Robert 
Berner, of Forsyth, delivered the address 
before the university alumni today, ~His 
speech was pronounced one of the most 
scholarly ever delivered in the university 
chapel. 

Mr. Berner’s theme was “The Character 
of Southern Civilization, the Individuality 
of Her Citizens and the Conservatism of 
Her People.” 

He lauded the character of the southern 
citizens as being nobler than that of the citi- 
gens of other sections and claimed that this 
mobility was due to their superior toyalty 
to the constitution and its principles of gov- 
ernment. 

He spoke eloquently upon southern states- 
prophesying that the conservative 
character of the southern people and thelr 
civilization would finally have to preserve 
and protect the free institutions of the 
country, and that the day would come when 
the property holders of the nortn would 
call upon southern statesmen to protect 
them from the torch of the anarchist and 
the bomb of the socialist. 

He paid a tribute to the alumni of the 
yniversity, eulogizing their distinguished 
services to the state and their patriotism to 
ail its interests and industries. 

He deplored the tendency of present edu- 
cation going too severely to technical train- 
ing, and claimed that education in literature 
and the arts and sciences as presented by 
the University of Georgia made better men 
and nobler citizens than the _ training 


-gehools, where manual training was para- 


mount to all else. 

The address was made without manu- 
script, and was most splendidly rendered. 
It was constantly interrupted with ap- 
plause. 

The Meeting of the Alumni. 

The meeting of the alumni of the univer- 
gity this morning, presided over by Presi- 
dent P. W. Meldrim, of Savannah, was one 
of the largest, most earnest and satisfactory 
yet held. 

Professor C. M. Strahan was. elected 
treasurer of the Alumni Society and a fund 
was begun of $1 annually from each alum- 
nus for the purpose of defraying the ex- 
penses of a regular commencement gather- 
ing in Athens, at which light refreshments 
will be served and a splendid time indulged 
in. 

Captain W. W. Thomas, of Athens, presi- 
dent of the Southern Mutual Insurance 
Company, was selected as alumni orator for 
next commencement. 

The Board of Trustees. 

There is not a more distinguished body of 
men in the state than the board of trustees 
of the University of Georgia, and it is a 
splendid inspiration to the students of the 
university to have such men attend all of 
their exercises and take a personal interest 
in their efforts of oratory and debate. 

Notable among the distinguished Geor- 
gians who were seated upon the stage of the 
university chapel today were Hon. N. J. 
Hammond, of Atlanta; Hon. A. O. Bacon, 
of Macon; ex-Governor H. D. McDaniel, of 
Monroe; Judge N. L. Hutchins, of Law- 
renceville; Hon. Peter Meldrim, of Savan- 
nah; Major W. 8S.

Complimenting Professor Barrow. 

The board of trustees paid Professor Da- 
vid C. Barrow, Jr., a splendid tribute, which 
is very gratifying to the many friends of 
this eminent educator throughout the state. 
They unanimously refused to accept his 
resignation of the chair of mathematics, 
and requested him to retain it. This he 
will do and all who know him are satisfied 
that the best interests of the university 
will be promoted by his retention as a mem- 
ber of the faculty. 

Athletics Formally Recognized. 

The actions of the board of trustees are 
not made public until all of their daily ses- 
sions have been completed, but it can be 
said on good authority that the trustees are 
much more friendly towards athletics than 
they have ever been heretofore. It is a 
matter of congratulation for all of those 
interested in the welfare and progress of 
the univei3zity. Every live and progressive 
institution of learning in the world has be- 
gun to appreciate the value of body develop- 
ment along with that of the mind, but the 
southern institutions have up to this time 
been extremely slow in accepting the idea. 
It has been decided that a permanent chair 
of instruction in athletics and body develop- 
ment will be inaugurated. Dr. Charles H. 
Herty, of the university, a splendid athlete 
himself, and the most earnest advocate of 
progressive athletics in the faculty, was 
this morning unanimously chosen by the 
board of trustees to the position of director 
Of physical culture. ‘ 

Tnis will certainly bring about a splendid 
advancement in athletics at the university, 
and the entire student body is enthusiastic 
Over tne outiook.

We are glad that Mr. Turner is com- 
ing, and we will be glad also when Col- 
onel Walsh and Major Bacon and Col- 
onel Garrard come. Atlanta is the great 
forum of the state, and it is ever ready 
to welcome all distinguished Georgians. 


The Winning Policy. 

The signs of the times indicate that 
southern sentiment is more solid than 
ever in favor of silver as a part of our 
standard money. 

Over in Alabama, despite the quib- 
bling over the platform in the guber- 
natorial convention, the silver issue is 
the leading one before the people, and 
the platform is being interpreted by its 
advocates as a strong free silver coinage 
document. The congressional candi- 
dates are all on this line, and it is ad- 
mitted that it would be useless to ask 
for democratic votes for an anti-silver 
candidate. 

In Arkansas Judge Little has secured 
a sufficient number of delegates to 
make it certain that he will defeat Hon. 
Clifton R. Breckinridge for the con- 
greszeynal nomination, and the explana- 
tion is found in the fact that Little is 
for the coinage of both gold and silver, 
without discrimination against either, 
while Breckinridge trained with the 
gold standard men. 

Here in Georgia we see the two dem- 
ocratic candidates for governor earn- 
estly advocating the restoration of sil- 
ver as standard money, and Mr. Atkin- 
son in his speeches favors the inde- 
pendent action of this country without 
waiting for Europe. He even criticises 
General Evans for not going far enough 
in his championship of silver, although 
the general is well known to be a strong 
bimetallist. This is the policy favored 
by our democratic masses, and it is not 
likely that any one opposed to it will 
think it worth while to bweome a candi- 
date for any of the hizher offices. 

South Carolina is another silver state. 
In the pending campaign Governor Till- 
man and Senator Butler are both mak- 
ing silver speeches, and the latter pre- 
dicts that the republicans in 1896 will 
incorporate free silver in their platform. 
To head them off. he urges the demo 
crats in every section to organize silver 
leagues and make an aggressive cam- 
paign. | 

Everywhere in the south these signifi- 


cant expressions of public sentiment are 


of silver as a standard money metal, to | making themselves heard and féit, and 


it is impossible to survey the situation 
without coming to the conclusion that 
the southern democrats will be satisfied 
with nothing short of the coinage of 
both metals without discrimination. 
This beiug the case, it is the plain duty 
of our people to stand by the democrats 
in congress who have remained true to 
the platform and who are still fighting 
for bimetallism. 


The Collapse of a Boom. 

The great real estate enterprise of 
Humphrey B. Chamberlin in Denver 
has collapsed, leaving almost nothing 
in the shape of assets. Last week a 
forced sale brought only $100 cash for 
assets whose face value is $2,000,000. 

Chamberlin invested money for east- 
ern capitalists in western real estate, 
and for some years was so successful 
that people in New England and in Eu- 
rope begged him to invest their money 
for them. The money confided to Cham- 
berlin purchased land, built» houses, rail- 
roads, canals, reservoirs, bridges, tran- 
sit lines, waterworks and a dozen other 
things. The coneern failed in Decem- 
ber, 1893, and the assignee since that 
time has not been able to collect a dol- 
lar on the outstanding accounts. It is 
true that a great deal of real estate was 
turned over to the assignee, but the 
enormous shrinkage of its value during 
the hard times and the heavy encum- 
brances on it made it worth less than 
nothing as assets. If it had been sold 


three years ago the investors would 
have made a_ profit and Chamberlin 


would today be a rich man, instead of a 
penniless bankrupt. The creditors have 
lost fully $3,500,000. Their money had 
been invested in desert lands which will 
never be worth anything until they are 
irrigated, in a big Fort Worth scheme, 
in the Corpus Christi and Aransas Pass 
schemes and in, perhaps, twenty, more. 
The St. Louis Republic thus sums it up: 

When the failure came the books showed 
assets pgs fcilows: Real estate, $250,000; 
shares, $2.058,:00; bills receivable, $67,737; 
accounts receivable, $81,556. The assignee 
altered values and reported as follows: 
Real estate,*‘$74,900, encumbered for $174,305; 
shares, $60,605, encumbered for $884,700; bills 
receivable, $25,700, pledged for $63,018. 

And the shrinkage has not yet ended. 

So much for a promoter and the booms 
in which he had full confidence. The 
collapse will teach a useful lesson. It 
will cause investors to avoid the “boom 
towns” and put their money in_enter- 
prises of a slower but surer growth. 
There is nothing better than real estate 
for an investment, but when it has been 
suddenly boomed into prominence it 
is well to fight shy of it. Prudent men 
will stick to the solid, growing towns. 


“Why Gold Has Flown to England.” 
Under this heading The New York 
Finaneier, which is the organ and expo- 
nent of the bank interests of the east, 
has the following brief article, to which 
we desire to eall the attention of those 
who have been reading the discussion 
of the silver question in these columns: 
London advices announce that the most 
striking feature of the present financial 
situation is the steady flow of gold into 
London from all parts of the world, caus- 
ing so serious a superfluity that the open 
market discount rate is now below 1 per 
cent. 
Another factor is the low price of produce 
of all sorts. The average price of wheat 
Bold in English markets, which was 54s. 6d. 
per quarter, between 1867 and 1877, had 
fallen to 26s. 4d. in 18983, and has further 
dropped to 24s. 4d. in the course of the pres- 
ent year. The result of this change is ob- 
vious; the wheat growing countries are 
compelled to find more than twice as much 
produce now as they would have had to 
ship in 1867, in order to meet their gold ob- 
ligations toward the creditor country. If, 
as is generally the case, such an enormous 
increase in the exports is impossible, the 
debtor nations are called upon to remit se- 
curities or gold, thus at the same time 
depreciating still further their own discred- 
ited currencies, and adding to the plethoric 
hoard which is accumulating in London. 
The whole situation is simply that gold is 
pouring into England from all parts of the 
world, because gyome ecounfgries can no 
longer pay their debts in produce. Some 
have been returning capital which has been 
withdrawn, some are voluntarily repaying 
obligations, while none can entice away 
English store for new ventures, and the 
hoarding of war supplies has practically 
ceased. Hence, it is that the store of 
bullion in the Bank of England rose on the 
30th of May over thirty-six millions, beat- 
ing all previous records, and the stream 
still nows in. 

There is a good deal of information 
contained in the foregoing article, brief 
as it is. Precisely the same statements 
have been made over and over again in 
the editorial articles of The Constitu- 
tion. Our goldbug contemporaries, be- 
ing unable to break the foree of our 
statements by presenting arguments 
and facts to’prove their incorrectness, 
have charged them to ignorance—which 
is a proverbially cheap and convenient 
way of disposing of unanswerable ar- 
guments. But now that these state- 
ments have been taken up and put for- 
ward as solemn facts by the great gold- 
bug representative of the bank inter- 
ests, it is not likely that the small fry, 
who are for the single gold standard be- 
cause they think this is Mr. Cleveland’s 
line, will question their authenticity. 

In point of fact, however, the corpo- 
rations that have sold their securities in 
England, and all who have borrowed 
British money are compelled to pay 
considerably more than twice as much 
American wheat and cotton in settle- 
ment of their interest accounts than 
they paid in 1873. 

And now the brethren say that we 
shall have to wait for England to re- 
fuse to accept the enormous sums ‘of 
gold before we can get relief from the 
results of the decline in the value of 
our products! That is the prospect the 
anti-silver men in the south hold out to 
the people!

A Doubtful Story. 

We do not believe that there is a par- 
ticle of truth in the recently published 
story of a plot to blow up the capitol, 
white house and other government 
buildings at Washington. 

The whole business is too absurd for 
belief. It is not reasonable to suppose 
that a number of conspirators with an 
Ixdian half breed for their leader have 
been holding meetings in Washington 
for several weeks, and experimenting 
with explosive compounds, without be- 
ing arrested; when the police claim 
that they have all the time been aware 
of the nature of their mission. 

The story reads like a fabrication. We 
may occasionally have in this country 
a man wicked or cranky enough to de- 


stroy the lives and property of his po- 


| 


] titical enemies, but no band of such con-— 


spirators has ever yet been organized 
here, and it is not likely that one ever 
will be. The conspirators would be 
afraid to trust one another. Men mean 
enough to engage in such a plot would 
be only too willing to turn state’s evi- 
dence in the hope of getting a reward. | 

The good people of Washington have 
no cause to be alarmed. They are in no 
danger of being blown up by any new-’ 
fangled explosive, and they will find 
that the mysterious strangers whose 
movements sometimes excite suspicion 
are not engaged in any more serious 
conspiracy than the elaboration of a 
scheme that will secure a drink and a 
free lunch. 

This is the way to look at it. The 
masses of Americans are industrious 
and law-abiding home owners or pros- 
pective home owners, and they have no 
sympathy with outlaws and conspira- 
tors. If a few desperate and lawless 
men should try any dynamite nonsense 
in Washington they would be torn to 
pieces by a mob or suffer Guiteau’s fate. 
There is nobody courting that sort of 
martyrdom. The American people in- 
dulge in very wild talk when they get 
excited over politics, but it is harmless 
and should be liberally discounted. 
Still, it is to be regretted that the Wash- 
ington sensation has been made public. 
It will scare a few old women and en 
courage the cranks.

It has been customary heretofore on all 
Similar trips for the company and their 
friends to receive a Special rate over the 
railroads, 

But it seems that the East ‘lennessee, 
Virginia auA Georgia railroad couia not 
give the boys a reduced rate without nrst 
¢Ltaining consent of all the roads belonging 
to the association. In fact, this is one of 
the iron clad rules of the association, and 
When one road objects to a concession 
further negotiations are fruitless. 

it was the Central railroad in this ine 
Stance that vetoed the application of the 
Guard—or rather General Passenger Agent 
Haile, to whom the matter was referred. 

The Guard, expecting no nitch of tne kina 
had everything arranged to leave for Cum- 
berland island last Saturday. Mr. Karns 
worth, of the East ‘enaessee, Virgima 
and Georgia, had in the meantime appliea 
for a $% rate on tickets good for ten days. 
All of the roads gave consent but the Ven- 
tral, which, through Mr. Maile, objected to 
the concession. 

On the receipt of this nuilng the Guara 
was badly disappointed and a half dozen 
or more of the company, rather than to 
be outdone, boarded the train bauturday 
with straight tickets and went aebyhow. 

It is interesting to state *n this connection 
that Mr. Haile subsequently applied for a 
special rate for an excursion over the Cen- 
tral to Tybee island and ne was met at 
Philippi by Mr. Farnsworth, who vetoed

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The Reorganization of the Richmond and 
Danville Commented On. 


IT AUGURS A BRIGHTER DAY. 


The General Impression Is That the South 
Will Be Greatly Benefited by the Road 
Under Ite New Management. 


The reorganization of the Richmond and 
Danville railroad and its change of name, 
as outlined in The Constitution yesterday, 
occasioned considerable comment in the 
city. 

Everybody agrees that the south will be 
greatly benefited by the Southern Railway 
Company. 

Several prominent business men are 80 
enthusiastic as to believe that this move- 
ment is the foreruuner of better times 
throughout the country. 

“I predict,” said one, “that now, sitce 
this property has been wrenched from the 
hands of the courts, all the balance of our 
railroads will follow suit. This is simply 
an entering wedge for a general movement 
on the same line, and from now on you 
will hear of railroad deals galore. 

“Every close observing business man 
knows that there is money in railroading, 
and the only reason there has been such @ 
taboggan slide of lines into the hands of 
receivers is that they have been manipu- 
lated by wreckers, whose aim was to get 
all they could out of them regardless of 
public interests. With able, conscientious 
men in charge of the roads, they will not 
only do a thriving business, and earn a 
good dividend, but build up and enrich the 
country. The Southern Railway Company, 
as it is now properly called, is in the hands 
of just such men, and I believe that its 
future will be an inspiration for all other 
roads.”’ 

The fact that the executive officers of the 
system remain unchanged occasions no lit- 
tle satisfaction. This is greatly augmented 
by the election of Mr. Samuel Spencer as 
president of the company. Mr. Spencer, as 
is well known, is a Georgian, being a na- 
tive of Columbus. That a friendly’ policy 
towards the south will be pursued seems 
to be assured. 

The additional announcement that those 
now in control of the system will inaugu- 
rate a vigorous policy of improvement is 
one of the most congratulatory features of 
the reorganization. 

The property having been in the hands 
of receivers for the past three years was 
necessarily handicapped. This was not 
only confined to physical improvements, 
but the baneful effects of chancery manage- 
ment was manifested througout the terri- 
tory traversed by the various lines. Noth- 
ing could be done without an order from 
court, and, as a matter of course, interests 
of every kind languished from neglect. 

The capitalists now in control are faced 
with the necessity of a recuperative policy. 
To realize on their investment they will 
not only have to improve the property in 
every department, but build up the terri- 
tory through which it operates, so as to 
increase its traffic. It will, therefore, nec- 
essarily follow that active efforts in benalf 
of immigation will be exerted. in fact, 
this comes as an authoritative announce- 
ment of the designs of the company. 

The roads embraced in this system hap- 
pily traverse a territory to which the at- 
tention of capitalists and homeseekers has 
already been directed, and development will 
be speedy and valuable. 

Atlanta being the most central of point 
of the southern territory, it is fully ex- 
pected that the executive offices will be 
moved back here. Such being the case, 
the company would secure an active a'ly in 
this section whose progress in material de- 
velopment has outstripped all ethers.

It was the first time in months that an 
alarm had been rung in from box 661, and 
the run was a long one. When the firemen 
reached Edgewood it was apparent that the 
conflagration was beyond the city limits, 
but this fact did not stop them. 

They found two cottages on Renfro street, 
in Reynoldstown, burning, and gathered 


around the burning building was a shriek- 


ing, excited crowd of negroes. The firemen 
set manfully to work to save the cottages 
but the flames had gained too great head- 
way. 

The larger of the two cottages was a 
two-story, frame building with six rooms. 
It was occupied by two families of negroes. 
Alf Williams, an industrious negro with a 
family of five children, occupied the three 
basement rooms. 

Just after midnight, Williams and his 
wife were awakened by a suffocating smoke 
which filled the room in which they slept. 
The sound of crackling flames reached their 
ears and they discovered in a moment 
that the building was on fire and that the 
flames were burning rapidly. 

They had barely time to get out of the 
building without being caught by the falling 
timbers. They carried out three children 
with them, and in going out Alf Williams 
narrowly escaped being badly burned. When 
they reached the outside, they discoverd 
to their horror that their two-year-old boy, 
Alburney Williams, and a ten-months-old 
baby, had been left inside the building. 

The house was wrapped in flames and it 
was too late to attempt to enter and save 
them. An effort to do so would have been 
madness. The news scattered among the 
assembled people, and the wildest and 
most unearthly shrieking was set up. As the 
building burned and the firemen fought, 
the shrieking continued. 

It was not until the building had been 
practically destroyed that the firemen were 
able to rescue the charred forms of the two 
unfortunate children. They turned a stream 
of hose on the spot where the children had 
been sleeping and extinguished the flames 
to that extent that they were able to take 
the remains of the burned children out. 

The smaller of the two children was 
burned almost to a crisp. The other was 
frightfully burned, its head being burned 
off. The scene was one never to be forgot- 
ten when the children were taken out. 

A telephone alarm called the department 
to the Maddox-Rucker bank this morning 
at half-past 1 o’clock. The trash can in 
the president’s office which had been left 
full of papers was ablaze and the entire in- 
terior of the bank was illuminated. Chief 
Joyner got the can out and watched the 
conflagration on the side walk. There was 
no damage. 


CUT THE WRONG WAY. 


How a Letter of Introduction Got the 
Bearer Into Trouble. 


A letter of recommendation, no matter 
how pretty its words of commendation, 
may, in exceptional cases, cut both ways. 

It was so with the letter of recommenda- 
tion that J. F. Sherwood has been giving a 
wide circulation during the past five 
months. It bore the signature of Judge 
James A. Anderson—a signature that al- 
Ways goes when attached to a letter of 
that kind, but it brought results that Sher- 
wood little expected. 

Thirty days in wine stockade was what 
the letter cost him. Yesterday’s paper told 
of Sherwood’s arrest and the reports that 
have been circulated about the uses he 
had made of the letter. Judge Anderson 
caused the arrest to be made because he 
had become convinced that Sherwood was 
not the sort of man to have such good words 
said in his behalf. Being a man who likes 
to have his signature carry weight with it, 
the judge decided to stop the further use 
of the letter. 

If the evidence produced in police court 
yesterday may be taken as any indication 
of Sherwood’s practices he is a life-sized 
fraud. Among the witnesses present were 
Dr. G. B. Strickler, Mr. A. C. Briscoe and 
Dr. H. G. Hutchinson. 

Dr. Strickler said that Sherwood called at 
his house with a tale of woe and the 
letter of recommendation bearing Judge 
Jim Anderson’s signature. Sherwood told a 
pitiful story about having a dead child, 
whose funeral expenses he was unable to 
pay, being out of work. He received help. 

Mr. A. C. Briscoe told pretty much the 
same story. Sherwood had called at his 
house with the letter and had told the 
Same story. It was a touching story and 
told in a way to excite the deepest pity. 
He rarely failed to get the help asked for. 
It was not deemed necessary to hear from 
Dr. -HutehMHson, the taedgtimony of Dr. 
Strickler and Mr. Briscoe being sufficient. 

Sherwood said that his child had died 
five weeks ago und been burted at Fay- 
etteville. The cost of.carrying it there was 
considerable, and he admitted having made 
numerous requests for help. 

Sherwoou talks in the right key to excite 
pity and the expression of his face is al- 
Ways suitable to the feeling he professes. 
He is about thirty-two and was respectably 
dressed. He is a sfrong man, healthy in 
every way and in the prime of life. He 
says he has been to every place in town 
where men are employed and asked for 
work and has steadily failed to get it. 

The police say that Sherwood has been 
making a practice of begging for a long 
while and has made a pretty good thing of 
it as he happened to select the right sort 
of story to excite Sympathy and as he 
tells it well. 

There was some talk of prosecuting him 
for getting money under false pretenses, 
but that will not be done,

NEW YORK, June 19.—Summary of Hub- 
bard, Price & Co’s. cotton letter: The im- 
proved temper of our market yesterday, 
in face of the advices from Europe, had the 
effect of causing the Liverpool market to 
recover the decline of yesterday, and to 
attract a buying demand from the Man-

July corn 
opened from 415, to 4ltec, declined to 40 :¢c, 
rallied to 41, where it closed, a fraction 
under yesterday. Cash corn was firm, 
prices not showing much change. 

Large commission houses were the best 
buyers of oats today. The theory was 
that the buying represented the Seaboard 
uemand as well as local orders, the former 
price principally. The tone of the market 
was strong, with June delivery the star 
option. The other futures were higher from 
sympathy. Some of the late longs were the 
sellers today.

CHICAGO, Jume 19.—There was 
Siderable activity at the opening of the 
wheat market this morning with prices 
somewhat lower, and with the absence of 
buyers, shorts having mainly covered 
yesterday, prices continued.on a decline, 
New York helping them along by sending 
reports‘ of large selling orders from the 
continent. There was an attempt at a re- 
action towards noon on reported strength 
of cables. This, however, was futile and 
the market closed within 4c of the lowest 
point of the day. The decline is partly due 
to a report of showers in the nonthwest, 
some favorable foreign crop reports and re- 
ported heavy selling by foreigners. Brad- 
street’s makes the world’s visible decrease 
about 4,500,000. The weekly’ shipments 
from the Baltic and sundry points was 2,- 
952,000, or nearly 3,000,000 bushels less than 
a week ago. The early cables brought 
a repetition of the reported unfavorable 
condition of crops in Mngland and on the 
continent and favorable reports from Rus- 
sia end the Bulgarian provinces. While 
the reports from growing crops abroad 
are about as conflicting as our own we are 
inclined to the belief that they will be very 
much like our own, some spotted, exceed- 
ingly fine and poor according to local condi- 
tions. One cause for the great activity 
during the past week is probably due to 
heavy trading by a few elevator men, who 
at times appear to be buying July and at 
other times selling September. Pardridge, 
whose name has been before the trade so 
long, appears to be doing little or nothing. 
This would indicate that his heavy trading 
heretofore has acted as a balance when 
on the market by buying large quantities 
at a decline or selling largely on small 
advances, thus preventing the radical fluc- 
tuations we have had the past day or two. 

Coarse grains have remained firm; in 
fact, very strong. Notwithstanding the 
decline in wheat, corn has held its own, 
there being a good all round demand. 

Light receipts and higher prices is the 
story in oats. The speculative trade has 
almost left June and July and is now con- 
fined to August and September. Large 
orders cannot be executed without affect- 
ing and radically changing prices. We look 
for an active market and a large trade in 
August and September oats. 

With increased receipts of hogs provisions 
were tame, prices a shade lower.

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Crop Conditions Somewhat Bettered by 
Local Showers 


BUT THE DROUGHT UNBROKEN YET. 


What the Report of the Georgia Weather 
Service Says—Everywhere Short 
on Watermelons. 


The crop report of the Georgia weather . 
service for this week shows thatthe rains 
have not been general and that many sec- 
tions of the state are suffering for* show- 
ers. 

There is a slight improvement in the tone 
of the report, however. It. says: 

“At last the drought has been partially 
relieved by scattering showers, a few of 
which fell on: Wednesday and Thursday, 
while more occurred on Sunday and Mon- 
day. Still, however, many localities are 
without rain, as the showers were small, 
local thunder storms, each of which cov- 
ered a very limited area. There is still 
great need of a general rain, falling slowly 
and penetrating the soil, baked and harden- 
ed by the drought. The conditions as to 
heat have been seasonable the past week, 
Slightly above the normal in northern and 
western districts and slightly below in the 
southeast section. 

*“Reports received from the northwest por- 
tion of the state show a little improvement 
over last week. The drought which pre- 
vailed over this section has at last veen 
broken. On Saturday, June i6th, refresh- 
ing showers set in and continued until 
Monday, and as a result all vegetation 
which had not been killed took on new life. 
Corn is doing nicely and will be a good 
crop, and in low, moist land is beginning to 
bunch preparatory to tasseling. Wheat has 
generally all been harvested. Wheat is a 
good crop, while the oat crop is short. 
What cotton there is left will now take a 
new start, but the yield will be short. 
Early planted gardens were mostly beyond 
redemption, but those late planted are now 
growing nicely. Both sweet and Irish po- 
tatoes look sorry and will turn out badly. 

‘““Most welcome showers have fallen: in 
north Georgia during the last two days. 
In most localities the rainfall has been 
heavy enough to fairly break the long- 
continued drought. Cotton had, perhaps, 
suffered the least from the long period of 
dry weather, as not only have the days 
been warm, but the nights, also, and cot- 
ton thrives during hot weather. Cotton 
has a good, healthy color now, -is growing 
quite well, but is some thirty days late or 
thereabouts. Corn was in a badly wilted 
condition before the recent rains, and it 
will now grow with a much-added vigor, 
Wheat has been about all harvested; the 
yield has been only fair. Fall and spring 
oats are both being cut. Oats on the low- 
lands are generally very gvuod. 
potatoes, Irish potatoes, sugar cane, water- 
melcns and all other garden truck have dis- 
astrously suffered from dry weather, but a 
decided improvement is now looked for, 
both in garden and field crops. 

In Western Georgia. 

‘‘Weather conditions during the past week 
have generally been unfavorable for crops 
in western Georgia. Except a few scatter- 
ed showers on the 17th and 18th, there was 
no rainfall, and the soil has been baked 
and crusted, while crops show but little 
signs of improvement. Cotton appears to 
withstand the effects of drought better than 
other crops, and is growing siowly, al- 
though still im poor condition and back- 
ward. Wheat and oats are about all har- 
vested, and threshing is in progress. Spring 
oats are reported to be a total failure, but 
cae fall planting turned vut better than 
Corn is badly in need of 
rain and will soon fire unless a general rain 
oomes, Farmers are plowing it for the 
last time. Grapes are growing nicely and 
will probably give an average yieid. Mel- 
ons are very poor and will be asmall crop. 
Sweet potatoes are beginning to grow. Of 
apples, there are a few on the trees, but 
they are rapidly dropping off, and the 
yield will be short. : 

‘Reports received from central Georgia 
are of a discouraging nature. In some sec- 
tions no rain has fallen for a period of 
eight weeks, but. during the past week 
showers fell throughout this section, which 
in some cases were hardly enough to lay 
the dust, and corn in these unfavored 
sections is failing fast; unless relief comes 
will be an entire failure. In the more fa- 
vored localities, where the rain was heavy, 
everything is beginning to grow, and farm- 
ers are now setting out potato draws 
and will soon begin to piant peas. Cotton, 
which was about at a standstill, is now 
growing, and in some places will begin to 
blcom about the end of this month. Wa- 
termelons are generally in poor condition, 
especially in the dry districts. 

A Hail Storm Reported. 

‘“‘The tarms in the southwestern counties 
have been but slightly moistened by rain 
during the past week, and crops of all 
kinds, especially corn on the uplands, are 
suffering. A failure in this crop is quite 
evident if it is not relieved soon by a good 
rain. A severe hail and wind storm pass- 
ed through the northern part of Thomas 
county a few days 
destroyed all crops in its path. It

turning yellow and is sadly in need of 
moisture. Potatoes and onan vegetables 
are, in many localities, siowly dying. Rice, 
so far, has not been much injured by the 
deficiency in rainfall, and prospects are for 
a fair yield. Corn is tasseling and looks 
as though it would eventually be a good 


crop. 

“Another seven days without rain in 
southeast Georgia has not improved the 
crop outiook; on the contrary, many of the 
crops have just about stopped growing, es- 
pecially on uplands. Cotton has probably 
stood the dry weather better than any 
other crop, and it generally looks pretty 
good. Corn, rice, cane, melons, potatoes, 
tormatoes and cucumbers are all ag d 
parched, and the damage .y drought al- 
ready has been considerable to all of these 
crops. Corn is tasseling, has been laid by, 
and rain is the only necessary factor now 
to further its growth. Rain is the princi- 
pal topic of thought to the farmers in 
southeast Georgia at present. None has 
fallen, except in scattered localities, for 
several weeks. To say that.a good wetting, 
general rain is earnestly wished for by all 
is superfiuous.”

partment. I see that the honorable council 
at their meeting yesterday reported that 
ordinance by a vote of 9 to 8 By what 
process of reasoning the majority could 
arrive at their conclusions and justify their 
votes as the representatives of the people, 
is not publically Known. As stated by 
Messrs. Howell and Harman and Welch of 
the fifth, it is one of the wisest and best 
laws passed by the present council and 
should have been allowed to starmd, and the 
action of council in repealing the ordinance 
should receive the condemnation of the 
mayor in the shape of a veto. It would 
seem that the proprieties would have sug- 
gested that such practices are improper, 
if engaged in, without the necessity of an 
ordinance to prevent it. Some of the mem- 
bers gave as their reasons for voting for 
the repeal, the fact that they were ap- 
proached by the laborers employed in the 
different departments and requested by them 
to vote for the repeal. I expect, if the 
truth was known, that the officers of some 
of the departrients who derived a revenue 
from the practice, busied themselves more, 
and were more instrumental in securing 
its repeal than the poor laborer, who, being 
entirely at his mercy, is mulcted by him out 
of his hard-earned money by this usurious 
rate of interest. The legislature of Geor- 
gia, as contained in the codified laws of 
the state, have placed the state’s severe 
condemnation on such practice, so far as 
the funds of each county are concerned, and 
has made such conduct a crime when in-

Such an excuse 
s frivolous. There is nao place “in tne 
woods just outside the city limits where 
police protéction ceases,’”” Jf there is any 
such violation of law as Mr. Chairman Col- 
lier mentions, why don’t his complainants 
go to any magistrate, in vr out of the cily, 
and obtain a warrapt in manner provided 
by the law, and place it in the hands of a 
lawful constable or the sheriff, and ict 
arrests be made, and let courts of inquiry 
take proper cognizance of such matters? 

Mr. Chairman Collier says: “At lirst we 
thought that we would have to get tne 
legislature to pass a special act.’ Such a 
thought as a “first thought’’ seems puerile, 
to start with, when the general law of the 
State is already ample so meet any such 
notions of propriety or impropriety of con- 
duct as the chairman names. Ne says tney 
“referred the matter to Colonel ‘Thomson, 
the county attorney, who is certainly a 
better lawyer than Juige lodgers.” Why, 

was a “county attorney’’ once myselt, 
but of course Mr. Chairman Collier was 
not there as one ot the commissioners to 
criticise my capebility in comparison with 
his counse)or. 

Of course I am willing to allow that Col- 
cnel Thomson, the county attorney, 18 
certaimay a better lawyer’ than 1 am, Dut 
how can that fact excuse Mr. Chairman 
Collier, or any other man, for pretending 
to put In operation a force which 1S hot ai- 
lowed nor authoriz:d by law? if he offers 
this as a simple plea, or a plea of simplici- 
ty, he may have it so entered for nimself, 
but if he is pretending to render a judg- 
ment agairst me in such &@ Way und on 
such a reason, then I must Sle my exec2p- 
tions and ask for a writ of error to a 
higher tribunal than the conceit of ™T. 
Chairman Collier, because 1 duo not believe 
that he is sufficiently qualified himself to 
know ot understand what it takes to make 
a good lawyer. 

The law of this state authorizes the sher- 
iff of a county to select and appoint his 
deputy or deputies, and no other person 
or officer can exercise any such authority 
of selection and appointment of a deputy 
sheriff, and no “ipse dixit’ of Mr. Chair- 
man Collier, nor any “legal opinion” of tne 
“county attorney’’ can sive any board OF 
commissioners or any other man any such 
authority. Of course, 1 admit that tne 
county attorney is “certainly a better law- 
yer’ than I am. If he is not, he nad bet- 
ter quit the practice, for I have found ita 
poor methuvd of making a living for some 
time, even with a little attachment ol no- 
tary public and justice of the peace court, 
from which I have just recently resigned. 
Perhaps the county attorney inay find his 
‘‘betterments,”’ in some respects, superior 
to my own qualifications, on account ofr tne 
fine salary which he is permitted to draw 
trom the county treasury by the grace and 
authority of Mr. Chairman Collier, Dut 1 
do dispute and den¥ the proposition as to 
the mounted county police force, set a- 
horse and in motion bj the commissioners, 
under the opinion of the county attorney, 
“that they would have the same pcwer 
as the deputy sheriffs vossessed.”’ Neither 
the sheriff nor any of his deputies have any 
such power or authority as is asumed to 
be given by the county commissioner to this 
set of men called county police. 

Mr. Chairman Collier says that he “does 
not fear that the men will do anything rasa 
or unlawful.’’ Why the simple fact of their 
being sent out, and of being out in such a 
way, is itself unlawful. It 1s an unlawtul 
menace upon the freedom of the citizens. 
If Mr. Chairman Collier or his cou .selor, 
the county attorney, will point out the law 
foz such authority for appointing and set- 
ting in motion such a force of county po- 
lice, I will agree to eat 1 red meat water- 
melon with them and their police on the 
4th of July. in what book, on what page? 
Where is it? Answer. 

In this review, we wave not taken any 
natice of the affair as to their going at 
nizht to Mr. Smith’s home, claiming a rignt 
to search it. Let that matter stand as it 
is for awhile. The constitutional princi- 
ple in this country is gewerally well under- 
stood, that “‘the right of tne peuple to be 
secure in their person, houses, papers and 
effects against unreasonable searches and 
seizures, shall not be violated.” 

Every man's home is his castle, and in 
this case Mr. Smith Knew how to protect 
his own. “ *) 

Mr. Editor, the subject ‘ts too deep and 
vast, and too complex for full discussion In 
a short space of either time or paper. lL 
have not yet given to you ail of its salient 
points, but let us stop bere now, and let 
the people, think over it a while, then when 
the time comes for electing county com- 
missicners and a sheriff who must have 
deputies, let the peopie’s will and way 
prevail, without the supervising care and 
canvass of the mounted county police. Very 
truly yours, ROBERT L. ROVGHitS.

Weather Synopsis and Forecast. 


Rain fell during yesterday in all the At- 
lantic and gulf states, except Texas. ‘The 
fall of rain was greatest in Mississippi, 
Meridian, Miss., reporting 1.42 inches of 
rainfall in twelve hours.

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THEY GOT TEN DAYS. 


Officers Wimbish and Harper Are Given 


a Vacation. 


"INSUBORDINATION AND OPPRESSION” 


.Are the Serious Charges Brought Against | 


Them—Chief Connolly Thought 
Their Actions Officious. 


Chief Connolly gave Patrolmen Wimbish 


and Harper a vacation of ten days each 


yesterday for what he terms insubordina- 
tion and using their office to oppress citi- 
zens. 

The police news of The Constitution con- 
tained an item about three weeks ago tell- 
ing of the arrest for gaming of A. Hill and 
A. Hood, two negroes. Patrolmen Harper 
and Wimbish made the arrests, the men 
having been found in the rear of a Peach- 
tree barber shop playing poker for money. 

The men promised to plead guilty in po- 
lice court and it was understood that a 
comparatively light fine would be imposed. 
It was understood that Mr. Edward C. 
Peters, for whom the negroes worked, and 
who had interested himself in the case, 
would pay the fines, 

When the case came before Judge Calhoun 
for trial the prearranged program failed to 
carry, and the negroes plead not guilty. 
In the face of the positive testimony of the 
officers that they had seen the negroes 
¢ aying, no alternative was left the recorder 
but to bind the defendants over to the city 
court, which he aid. 

Mr. Peters continued to interest himself 
to get the negroes out with as small a pen- 
alty as possible, and with this end in view 
he had a conference with the arresting of- 
ficers. Mr. Peters says, and he is corrobor- 
ated by Chief Connolly and Sergeant 
Slaughter, that the two officers, Wimbish 
and Harper, agreed to let the case drop, the 
negroes paying the costs. 

Acting Captain Slaughter and Chief Con- 
nolly agreed to this, and gave it that di- 
rection, believing that they would hear no 
more of it. In the city court the cases 
were dropped, as it appeared that the ne- 
groes were only playing for 5 cents, 

Officers Wimbish and Harper seem to 
have been dissatisfied with the way the 
case was disposed of, and when the grand 
jury met last week, they went before it 
and had true bills found against Hill and 
Hood. 

The action of the officers reached the ears 
of Chief Connouy and  <Acting Captain 
Slaughter yesterday, and as both had had 
a hand in causing the cases against the two 
negroes to be dismissed, they naturally felt 
angered at what they termed the officious- 
ness of the two officers. 

The upshot of it all was a special order 
issued by Chief Connolly yesterday morn- 
ing suspending Offiecrs Wimbish and Har- 
per from duty for ten days for in- 
subordination and using their office to op- 
press citizens. The officers affected by the 
order raised their eyebrows in surprise 
when it was read yesterday afternoon.
